We  are  not  willing  to  be  responsible 
for  improper  planting,  handling  and 
cultivation;  for  droughts,  freezes,  bad 
soil,  insects  or  anything  else  that  might 
prevent  growth.

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Ornamental  Evergreens 

The  most  satisfactory  evergreen  shrubs  for 
grouping,  borders  and  foundation  planting  are  the 
Photinia,  Southern  and  English  Laurel  and  Pyra- 
midal Arbor  Vitae  for  the  higher  points  and  Abelia, 
Ligustrum  Lucidum  Wax,  Ligustrum  Reevisii, 
Euonymous  and  Nandina  for  lower  growth.  The  Li- 
gustrum Quihoi,  Feijoa  and  Blue  Green  Arbor  Vitae 
are  valuable  to  give  color  contrasts,  being  of  a silver 
blue  color.  The  Dwarf  Golden  Arbor  Vitae  is  the 
most  valuable  for  the  golden  green  effects.  The 
native  evergeen  Sumac,  Leucophyllum  and  Rosemary 
are  valuable  to  stand  extreme  heat,  drought  and  poor 
soil. 

For  less  expensive  plantings  the  bush  form  Li- 
gustrum Japanese  is  used  for  taller  growth  and  the 
Amoor  River  Ligustrum  for  lower  growth,  with  a 
few  Euonymous  to  finish  the  detail. 

The  Euonymous  is  the  best  for  hedges,  though  the 
Amoor  River  Ligustrum  is  a faster  grower  and  less 
expensive  than  Euonymous  and  is  used  extensively 
either  as  a natural,  graceful  hedge  or  border  and  as 
a trimmed  Ledge.
